The photograph—likeness of a 
tanned, strapping athlete six feet 
two inches tall—was a _ terrible 
contrast to the white, wasted, 92- 
pound figure in the bedroom. 

But there had been some terri- 
ble years since then. Years that 
brought malnutrition, beri-beri 
and tuberculosis. 

Newman was 18 when he enlist- 
ed in the Army seven years ago. 
He fought at Bataan, made the 
“march of death,” starved for 
three years in a Jap prison camp 
in the Philippines.

U.S. Blows atJap Homeland 
Designed to Impress Russia 


. WASHINGTON, July 18.—~(UP)—Emperor Hirohite summaned 
his foreign minister for consultation today as Tokyo radio speculated 
on the possibility of Russia joining the United States and Britain in 


their war against Japan. 

Foreign Minister Shigenori To- 
go’s call on the Emperor, reported 
by Radio Tokyo in a broadcast 
heard by the FCC, appeared sig- 
nificant. Japan has no relations 
with any world power except Rus- 
sia. 

Tokyo quoted a Japanese mili- 
tary writer that the American and 
British fleet blows against the 
homeland were partly designed to 
impress Russia at the Big Three 
conference, 


The real reason for the attacks. 
however, Tokyo said, was to feel 


out Japanese air power and recon- 


noiter possible landing points in 
preparation for an invasion. 


The naval assaults “do not im- 
mediately presage his direct inva- 
sion attack on our homeland,” 
Tokyo said. The broadcast repeat- 
ed the enemy assertion that fight- 
ing power, particularly planes, is 
being held in reserve for the inva- 
sion battle. 


Other matters which Hirohito 
could have discussed with his for- 
eign minister might include the 
prospects of making peace with 
the U. S. and Britain. 


The announcement of the meet- 
ing said merely that Togo was re- 
porting to the Emperor on ‘“mat- 
ters under his jurisdiction.” 


Departing from its usual policy 
of indirection and ambiguity, To- 
kyo Radio openly mentioned the 
possibility of Soviet participation 
in the war by declaring that those 
who predicted it were “mistaken.” 

The United States wants the 
military aid of Russia in East Asia, 


Tokyo said, but “there is reason 
to believe the latter will not con- 
sent to the American propositions.”

GUAM, Thursday, July 19.— 
(UP)—U., S. Third Fleet warships, 
including the cruiser Atlanta,

Steaming within 50 miles of To- 
kyo itself to deliver the fourth 
naval bombardment on Japan in 
five days, a force of cruisers and 
destroyers headed by Rear Adm. 
Carl F, Holden wrecked coastal de- 
fenses on Nojima cape, on the east 
side of the entrance to the bay. 


The flotilla struck at 11 p. m. 
(Japanese time) and continued th 
bombardment until early this 
morning, hitting while American 
carrier planes were making a 
heavy attack on the naval base of 
Yokosuka, on the west shore of 
Tokyo bay. Adm. Nimitz’ daily 
war bulletin said the carrier 
planes went down through accu- 
rate and intense antiaircraft fire 
to attack “combatant shipping”— 
thus indicating a concentration of 
Japanese warships. 


HEAVY ATTACK 

The bulletin described the at 
tack as heavy, despite bad weath- 
er which prevented observation of 
results. Yokusuka is on the west 
side of Tokyo bay, 30 miles south 
of the rubbled capital. Combatant 
shipping “could only mean war- 
ships, it was said, but the term 
did not indicate large units or 
small ships, such as destroyers. 


A recent official Navy estimate 
of what remained of the once- 
proud Japanese fleet showed the 
enemy had two partly converted 
battleships, an old half battleship- 
half carrier and two olf battle 
ships not in commission, The Jap- 
anese also had a small number of 
aircraft carriers,. moored along- 
side docks under camouflage in 
the Inland sea whence they were 
driven by a heavy American at- 
tack in March. The enemy alse 
was reported to have approxi- 
mately 30 destroyers and only a 
“few cruisers.” 


It was pofsible the Japanese 
were attempting to protect crip- 
pled warships under repair. It has 
been known that many damaged 
Japanese ships got back- home 
from crippling naval engagements 
last October and were hidden un- 
der camouflage. The U. S. Fleet 
has been searching for them. 


KYUSHU JARRED 

Some 1,500 British and Ameri- 
can carrier planes intensified a 
series of devastating attacks which 
already had cost the enemy 446 
planes and 391 ships.

Red-Hot Salvos From Iowa Heap 
Destruction on Five Jap Targets

WITH VU. S. NAVAL BOM.-

(UP)—It was like Fourth of July 


in hell. 

For 50 roaring, flaming minutes 
we hurled 2,000 tons of exploding 
steel into the sacred soil of Japan, 
35 miles from Hirohito’s palace. 

Then we thumbed our nose at 
Hirohito and sailed away—un- 
touched, unthreatened and uncon- 
querable. 


From a platform 111 feet above 
the rocking deck of this great bat- 
tleship I watched red hot salvoes 
soar. into the murky sky and crash 
down on five targets in the great 
Tokyo plain. 

Flaming red in the light of their 
salvoes and shrouded in their own 
powder smoke, the greatest ships 
in the mightiest bombardment 
force the world has ever seen 
edged up as close to Tokyo as

their bottoms and walk on dry 
land. 

We came in silently, opened fire 
at precisely 11:14 p. m. (Tokyo 
time) and then rolled south like a 
thunderstorm. 

We heaped desolation on the big 
Takasagi factory, Hidachi’s im- 
mense engineering works, copper 
refineries at Shibauchi and Den- 
sen and finally on the vast steel 
works at Mito. 

For 50 incredible minutes we 
swept down the Tokyo rice plain 
coast playing an eight and 16-inch 
gun tattoo on these great inus- 
trial plants and areas housing 
half a million Japs. 

We ceased firing at 12:06 a. m., 
and turned east from a point only 
six miles off shore. 

The great battleship lowa spear- 
headed this attack, and she was

Like bass and baritone voices 
the other battleships and cruisers 
joined in and I clung to the wet 
steel rails to keep from being 
knocked off my feet. 

A few minutes later I saw in 
the distance the bright sparkle of 
explosions and then the dull glow 
of fires. 

This was probably the most dar- 
ing foray of the Pacific war. But 
nothing came out to challenge us. 
The tensest moment of the night 
was when the force swept down 
on Mito, passing an area where we 
had expected sorties of dreaded 
torpedo boats.

Reduced to Manslaughter

MIAMI, Fla., July 18.—(UP)—The state today reduced to man: | 
slaughter the charges against Sl-c William Wells Parker, 19, accused | 


of the beer bottle slaying of the 
former Boston preacher. . 
Parker, a chubby, curly-haired 
youth, did not take the stand dur- 
ing a three-hour preliminary hear- 
ing. Neither was the account re- 
vealed that he gave his command- 
ing officer of the death of 42-year- 
old Mrs. Ella Mae Eames. Parker 
was ordered held for criminal 


court under $1,000 bond after the 


charges were reduced from: first 


degree murder. 
Parker allegedly fatally injured | 


Mrs. Eames in an exchange of beer 
bottle blows in his hotel room 
after they met in a tavern last 
Sunday. 

A large part of today’s hearing 
was devoted to close questioning 
of Warren M. Smith, 50, said to 
have beert another of the appar- 
ently numerous men friends of 
Mrs. Eames, who had been liv- 
ing here while awaiting a divorce 
from her husband, who until No- 
vember, 1944, was an Army chap- 
lain. After his discharge Eames 
gave up the pulpit and is now con- 
nected with a Boston insurance 
firm. 

NAVY OFFICER ON STAND 

Smith dwelt on her drinking 
habits, her violent temper and his 
own suspicions that she was giv- 
ing her attentions to other men 
besides himself with whom she 
was supposed to have been living. 

Lt. Cmdr. Robert C. Giffens, 
executive officer of Parker's ves- 
sel, testified that Parker came to 
him early Monday and reported 
that “he thought he had killed a 
woman.” An official Navy record 
showed he had drunk 20 bottles 
of ale in seven hours Sunday, but 
appeared cold sober Monday 
morning. 

But between 2 p. m. Sunday and 
the time he reported for duty 
Monday, Parker had explained 
earlier he had met Mrs. Eames at 
a bar. They later went to his ho- 
tel room and subsequently had a 
fight with beer bottles. Medical 
evidence indicated that one of the 
bottles. had fractured the wom- 
an’s skull and caused her death. 

Parker, when he realized what 
had happened, said he carried 
Mrs. Eames’ naked body down a 
hotel corridor and dumped it 
down a 15-foot airshaft, where it 
was later found by police.

for: the University of Georgia as 
soon as finances and materials are 
available. 

“We had a male enrollment of 
2,500 bodys in the last prewar year 
and we expect at least 3,800 of 
‘tthe 4,000 students who have left 
our campus for the armed forces 
to return and complete their edu- 
cations,” Dr. Caldwell told the 
legislators. 

Dr. Caldwell listed as specific 
needs in the approximately $5,- 
000,000 building program a new 
library building costing $600,000; 
a combination dining hall and stu- 
dent union building that would 
cost $600,000 and feed approxi- 
mately 2,000 students*daily to re- 
place outmoded and inadequate 
Denmark Hall with its capacity of 
250 students; a new chemistry and 
physics building ($400,000) and 
two projects of $250,000 each, a 
classroom for girls on the south 
campus and a new administrative 
building. 

VOLUMINOUS REPORT 


Other highlights of a volumi- 
nous report that the president 
read to the legislators at a meet- 
ing held in the Commerce-Jour- 
nalism building included approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 for four new ag- 
riculture buildings; a $10,000 an- 
nex for the landscape architecture 
building; two dormitories *ccom- 
modating 280 girls each on south 
campus ($400,000); a new dormi- 
tory housing 300 men at $300,000, 
and wings on Milledge Annex to 
provide for 100 men, $100,000. 


The Agricultural College- recom- 
mendations included $20,000 for a 
wing on the Dairy Husbandry 
building, $75,000 for a _ horticul- 
ture botanical laboratory, $40,000 
for a poultry service building and 
$50,000 for a canning plant for 
processing vegetables for dining 
halls. 

Miscellaneous items included 
$30,000 for a cavalry barn, $50,000 
for a warehouse, $12,000 for re- 
moval and reconstruction of the 
chancellor’s old house on north 
campus and $300,000 for a cen- 
tral heating plant for Franklin 
College campus. 

Dr. Caldwell also listed $295,- 
050 for repainting, repairing and 
refurnishing existing buildings. 

Commenting on the old build- 
ings, Dr. Caldwell said that it 
was his wish and that of a major- 
ity of the alumni that none of the 
university’s historic old landmarks 
be destroyed in the expansion pro- 
gram.

Parliament 
Exiles Leopold

Americans, with their liking for pun- 
gent expressions, have taken from a quiz 
program the phrase, “the $64 question.” 
It is the final quiz question and the one 
which means $64 or nothing. Therefore, 
in our modern tongue, it means the one 
big question. This leads on to this: 


There was recently a brief report from 
Tokyo that the Japanese ambassador to 
Russia had a conference in Moscow with 
Foreign Commissar Molotov. 


This was on the day before Mr. Molo- 
tov and Mr. Stalin departed for Pots- 
dam and the Big Three conference. That 
explains why this nation had a report 
that “peace” news might come out of 
Potsdam. | 


If the Japanese ambassador had this 
conference he had two $64 questions he 
could ask—and only two. There was no 
other reason for his call. 


He could tell to Mr. Molotov the Japa- 
nese position with regard to ending the 
war in the Pacific, and ask him to pre- 
sent it at Potsdam. And he could ask of 
Mr. Molotov what Russia’s future would 
be with regard to that war. 


It jis inescapable that these two ques- 
tions were asked and will be discussed at 
Potsdam. This explains the unusual se- 


crecy attached to the meeting. It is not 


' likely, and we certainly wish to raise no 


false hopes, Japan has presented surren- 
der terms. Yet it is possible. It is just 
as likely that if they are presented they 
will be rejected by the Allies opposing 
Japan. 


It is also possible that, out of Pots- 
dam may come a Russian ultimatum to 
Japan. But, the most logical assumption 
is the Japanese ambassador outlined to 
Mr. Molotov some Japanese proposal for 
ending the war. Russia, at peace with 
Japan, can make the direct approach. 


Also involved is Dr. Soong, who had 
just left Moscow when the Japanese am- 
bassador paid his call on Mr. Molotov. 
Russia wants back Port Arthur, now called 
Darien, a port on the Yellow Sea, which 
Japan took by a Pearl Harbor attack in 
1904. 


We, the Allies, do not wish to annihilate 
Japan. 


But we will accept no terms which will 
make it possible for the Japanese people 
not to know defeat and not to know their 
army and navy have been soundly defeat- 
ed; their emperor jailed as one of the 
war criminals. . 


Of great interest, therefore, is the Jap- 
anese $64 question. 


Benefits of ODT Rules Apparent 


ODT’s recent ruling on advance Pull- 
man and coach-space reservations is work- 
ing out to the advantage of those who 
must travel, the men and women in serv- 
ice and civilians engaged in business con- 
tributing to the war.

Fewer persons are planning va- 
cation travel because of the real probabil- 
ity of not being able to obtain return 
space. Business firms and individuals 
bought up space because they might need 


it, and those individuals who bought it 
as speculation to sell at higher prices, can- 
not work their plan so easily. Cancella- 
tions and resales are fewer.- It was a good 
rule. 


The new rule;:removing Pullmans from 
trips 450 miles and less, will permit sol- 
diers more Pullmans.

John Sofianopolous 
Has Done a Big Job 


I am sorry to be late getting around to doing 

—— a piece about John Sofianopolous. . It is more 

a than a week ago I! sat talking with him in the 

Greek embassy at Washington. He, Greek foreign minister, was 

there on a stop-over en route home fromthe San Francisco confer- 
ence. 

He looked tired and, I have no doubt, he was. On his desk was 
one of the inevitable small cups of Turkish style coffee which ap- 
pear at one’s hand as if by magic on any visit in Greece, Egypt or 
Turkey. 

I went by to call on him because when the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors’ committee was in Athens, Greece, he took a 
lot of time with us. He saw to it we got to see what we wanted 
to see and do what we wanted to do. 

It was a busy critical time, the ELAS revolution being then in 
a state of truce, but he never showed it in any way. His own gov- 
ernment was shaky. It still isn’t as strong as it might be. But 
it was very teetery then. But he gave us entree to all Greece had 
to offer. And all the while the big load was on his shoulders. 

Looking at him there in Washington, I wondered again how 
many men do really big jobs and never get credit from a world 
busy with larger problems? He saved the Greek situation by per- 
suading the ELAS army not merely to quit fighting but to turn in 
its arms. He was able to do it because they had confidence in him. 
He was regarded by the extreme conservatives as being rather far 
to the left. Those really far to the left were just the least bit sus- 
picious of him because he was too conservative. 

He did the job. And Greece drew a long breath. The govern- 
ment was, as I said, shaky. The prime minister had to.go. But 
the government stood. There wasn’t much food. There wasn’t much 
transportation. There wasn’t much anything. But there was John 
Sofianopolous and others like him. And there was Greek faith.

It is almost im- 
possible to imagine a nation “hurt” as badly as Greece. I suppose 
Poland was, but I did not see Poland. The Germans hated them 
and made it very hard. 

When that was done there was the trouble about the King. A 
majority of Greeks had not wanted him, anyhow. They are as po- 
litical as Americans, the Greeks. The British, having pledged to 
restore the Greek government, could stand on the issue of the King 
by saying he was the head of the government which fled the Ger- 
mans. 

But even they stood on that issue with trepidation. They knew 
it was not sound. And, finally, it was the English who agreed. 
They tell a great story of how Winston Churchill, who had refused 
pleas from his army and embassy, came at last to Athens. His 
cruiser was anchored far out in the harbor. 

They argued with him from dinner until 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. At last, the story goes, he agreed to see the Archbishop. He 
was convinced, at last, England needed some steadying influence if 
she was to maintain Greece in her “sphere of influence.” 

They sent a small boat at 2 a. m. and brought the Archbishop, 
distinguished and able in his own right, to the cruiser. Through an 
interpreter they talked for two hours. 

When he had gone they all turned, as they stood, toward the 
British prime minister. Upon his decision hinged the future. In 
their opinion the only man whom both sides in the Greek civil war 
would trust was the Archbishop who had just left. 

Mr, Churchill took from his pocket a Churchillian cigar. 
it in his mouth, puffing at a match. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “‘you have there—puff! 
shrewd, medieval-like old prelate ... puff! puff! .. 

He sat down and his advisers felt their knees go limp as they too, 
in good time, sat down. But they revived as out came the cigar 
and the words: : 

“Just what we need.” | 

A gusty sigh of relief shook the wardroom. The King was out. 
The Archbishop was in as regent. 


While the Greeks are within the British sphere 
The Greeks of influence, the Greeks will govern themselves. 
The British, and America, too, are assisting in every way they can. 
But, finally, it must be Greece that solves her problem. It is the 
old problem of the German sickness. The countries which were oc- 
cupied by the Germans have left within them this sickness—they 
saw horror and cruelty. They experienced much of hunger and 
misery and loss of dignity. But, most of all, they had impressed 
upon them their government had failed and was, somehow, wrong 
and corrupt. 

That is true in Belgium, France, Holland, Italy and in other na- 
tions where the Germans were. 

It is not an easy sickness to cure. 

And I shudder to think what might happen if there were not, 
in Greece and other countries, men as patient and as great in char- 
acter as John Sofianopolous. Their names are never in the big type. 
But they hold this sick and hurt world together.

WASHINGTON,—National attention is 
focused on the election Georgia will hold Aug. 
7 when the people vote on ratification of the 
new state constitution submitted by the legislature. 


The people of other states, particularly business interests, will 
be watching to see if Georgia takes advantage of the opportunity te 
give the state a modern constitution that is in keeping with the 
times. 


Many of the other states have already taken similar steps in 
the same direction and what Georgia does may set an example for 
still others to emulate. 


What the voters of Georgia do in the Aug. 7 balloting may 
have an important bearing on the state’s postwar industrial devel- 
opment. While the proposed new organic law may not be perfect 
in all respects, it nevertheless is recognized as a sound step for- 
ward, an improvement over the somewhat outmoded and often 
amended document of 1877. 


© 28 Most economists agree that the outlook 
Pr omising Outlook for industrial expansion in the south will 
be brighter after the war than it has been for a half century or 
more. For one thing, the government has financed the construc- 
tion there of a great number of war plants. This wilt be suitable 
for conversion into plants to meet the needs for peacetime produc 
tion. 


Lower labor costs in the south will be an attraction for the na- 
tion's larger industries to establish branch factories in the area, 
as well as for new industries to arise. 


Georgia and the other southern states have just won a highly 
significant decision before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
on the elimination of inter-territorial rail rate discriminations. 


Georgia’s plucky young governor, Ellis Arnall, paved the way 
for that decision by winning a major -victory on the same score 
before the United States supreme court. 


All of these factors add up to a bright outlook for general 
industrial and business expansion in the south. The states of the 
section that benefit more by the prospective development will un- 
doubtedly be those that show a progressive trend in putting their 
own affairs in order. Business interests will want that sort of 
assurance from the states where they intend to set up new enterprise. 


For these reasons it seems all the more important that Georgia 
adopt the new modern constitution that is being submitted. How 
the state votes on ratification will be accepted elsewhere as a cue 
to its future progressive action. 


° : * If the new constitution should be re 
Rejection Black Eye jected, that would be interpreted as 


evidence that Georgia is set in her ways and has no eye to progres- 
sive improvement of her organic system. It would be a black 
mark on her record. 

On the other hand, the ratification of the document would be 
hailed as projecting the trend of progress started under the state's 
present able young governor. Georgia would be put in the fore 
front of states which are ever on the alert for improvements in the 
governmental system. 

Hence it should be a matter of vital concern to every progres 
sive-minded Georgian to see that the new constitution is adopted. 
The intangible stakes involved are high enough to cause every voter 
to want to go to the polls on election day and cast his ballot for 
ratification. Georgia could suffer a serious setback by its failure 
to adopt the instrument. 

Both Gov. Arnall and Chairman Ivan Allen, of the Com- 
mittee for Constitutional Ratification, have done a splendid job 
in bringing the issue of the new document to the attention of the 
public. Interest in the outcome of the election has been stimulated 
not only in Georgia, but outside the state. 

The results will be watched closely, not only by Georgians in 
Washington, but by business interests over the nation gen- 
erally. The decision will denote whether the state is going to meve 
forward with the tide of progress. 

If the voters understand the full meaning of the document, 
it is inconceivable that they can fail to give it a thumping majority.

Congress Shirking 
Duty to Workers 


WASHINGTON.—Congress 


is about to cease 


, business until Oct. 1, as far as domestic legislation 

is concerned, without doing anything about ade 
quate onamneiinauaams benefits for those who will be thrown out of 
work during reconversion, or without formulating a specific program 
to provide full peacetime employment. 


The house begins its long re- 
cess. in the next few days. The 
senate is remaining behind to rat- 
ify the San Francisco charter, 
which followers the _ Bretton 
Woods agreements. Approval of 
the charter is expected early in 
August, after which senators will 
begin their vacations. 


Both branches are leaving their 
jobs here without lifting a finger, 
even in the preliminary commit- 
tee stage, to enact measures de- 
signed to deal with what the late 
President Roosevelt called “the 
human side of reconversion’’— 
workers who will be out of jobs, 
at least temporarily, in the re- 
conversion process. Such meas- 
ures have been introduced, as 
well as bills for a long-time job 
program. 

They will gather dust until au- 
tumn, unless President Truman 
intercedes and induces congress to 
get back to work, 


His letter-writing campaign to 
congress, politely suggesting ac- 
tion, has brought no results. It 
will take more than nice notes. 

It is getting late, too. Should 
the war with Japan end sudden- 
ly congress would be caught ill- 
prepared for dealing with acute 
post-war problems. Reconversion 
already has begun. Unemploy- 
ment also has started, as a visit 
to any large war center will show, 
It will accelerate from now on, 


It 

Though congress has done noth- 
ing to provide adequately for un- 
‘employed war workers, it is hur- 
rying through, before it recesses, 
a bill to assist business and indus- 
in reconversion. The Dill 
would make available now re- 
funds and tax allowances, amount- 
ing ultimately to five billion dol- 
lars, that originally were postpon- 
ed until after the war. It would 
relieve small business of excess 
profits taxes at a cost of $160,- 
000,000 to the treasury. This is 
for the purpose, as the Senate 
Finance Committee report says, of 
“improving the cash position of 
business enterprises.” 

What about the cash position 
of the worker? 

The Senate Finance Committee

is a discouraging spectacle. 


In its report on 
the business tax relief bill, it says: 
“with the steadily increasing tem- 
po of cutbacks and war contract 
cancellations, many businesses 
will need cash immediately.” The 
same cutbacks and contract can- 
cellations also are affecting the 
worker. 

This business tax relief action, 
without commensurate help for 
the worker, repeats a spectacle of 
two years ago. Then congress leg- 
islated first for business and in- 
dustry in reconversion, providing 
the postwar cash allowances it is 
now making available ahead of 
time. Then it recessed fora long 
time before taking up bills for 
unemployment compensation for 
the worker. 

When it did, it made inadequate 
provision. It left rates of unem- 
ployment benefits in the states, 
some of them pitifully low, resist- 
ing all*‘attempts to raise these by 
federal allowances. And it has 
done nothing since. 

Some of the states since have 
increased their benefits. But 
President Truman felt they were 
still too low in many cases and 
he urged congress several weeks 
ago to adopt a compromise fed- 
eral-state system which would 
permit an increase up to a maxi- 
mum of $25 for 26 weeks. 

Bills now have been introduced 
in both house and senate for this 
purpose, though in some states 


|low,; paid workers still would re- 


ceive only the state limit. The - 
senate bill, introduced jointly by 
Senators Kilgore, West Virginia: 
Wagner, New York; Thomas, Utah; 
Guffey, Pennsylvania, and Pepper, 
Florida, all Democrats, is much 
more liberal than the house meas- 
ure. It includes federal workers 
not now covered, and provides 
travel allowances to new jobs, and 
increases the benefits of unem- 
ployed veterans, among other add- 
ed features. 

But nothing has been done 
about these bills, nor about the 
“full employment” bill 
introduced in both house and sen- 
ate to establish a long-time em- 
ployment program, nor about ex- 
pansion of the Social Security act. 


No, Congress is knocking off 
work, shirking these tasks.

Fatness is a serious hazard to 
health. It adds to your high blood 
pressure, arthritis and fatigue, 
while subtracting from your “it” 
‘or seductive charm. Follow the 
sensible dieting plan below, for 
it isn’t very difficult and doesn’t 
require special menus. 


CASE G-228: Martha, T., aged 
36, is a jolly housewife. 

“But you can see my trouble,” 
she said, as she indicated her over- 
ly plump figure. 

“I weighed 124 when I was mar- 
ried, but now I am 162. That's 
too much! 

“So I have tried to exercise, but 
that tires me out. Since I have 
three children, and do my own 
housework, I am tired enough with 
my normal duties. 

“And I get weak when I try to 
diet. What to do? That’s my 
problem. 


HOW TO DIET 

The average person tends to 
grow heavier with age, but this is 
Extra poundage imposes 
an undue strain on heart and kid- 
neys, as well as your joints and 
arches, 

It often increases your blood 
pressure and seems to be a pre- 
disposing factor in diabetes. 

Furthermore, it is anything but 
romantic. 

Fat people are associated with 
comedy. They play the humorous 
roles in the movies, but not the 
soulful] lovers. 

DIET VS. EXERCISE 

It is far better to forego an ex: 
tra slice of bread, which counts 
approximately 100 calories, than to 
walk a mile to get rid of those 
same calories. 

Besides, most adults have 
enough work to do, without in- 
dulging in uninteresting exercises. 

The best way to lose weight is 
to eat less than your body con- 
sumes. A woman should limit her- 
self to 1,300 calories per day, while 
a man can set 1,600 for his quota. 
You will then lose one to two 
pounds per week. 

But always include 400 to 600 
calories worth of proteins, such as 
lean meat, jello, fish, etc., because 
your muscles need that much to 
keep themselves up to par. 

Penalize the fat upholstery 
around your waistline when diet- 
ing, but don’t penalize 
muscles! 

Avoid an all-starch diet, or a 
grapefruit or orange juice diet, for 
they lack proteins for your mus- 
cles. Remember, too, that alcohol 
is almost as fattening as butter, 
so beware! 

EAT LESS 

Shop around to get the maxi- 
mum bulk or volume, with the 
minimum calories. A medium 
sized potato is no more fattening 
than an apple, and I personally 
prefer the potato, for it gives me 
the feeling of more solid food in 
my stomach. 

Don’t talk about your dieting, 
however, for this keeps your mind 
on food and thus stimulates your 
appetite. And you mothers, don’t 
eat the tidbits left on the plates 
by your children. 
your dog or cat! 
It might even be well to get a 
cat or dog, just to help ease your 
conscience about throwing away 
such edible scraps of food.

ROME. — (INS) — During the 
wars in Abyssinia and Spain, 
King Victor Emmanuel III was 
always hesitant as if he were -be- 
ing dragged in Mussolini’s wake. 

But in June, 1940, he not only 
raised no objection but considered 
war against France and Britain a 
necessary decision. 

As the war developed, his atti- 
tude changed. The gravest crisis 
arose over a bill creating the King 
and Mussolini simultaneously the 
- two first mirshals of the empire. 

The king all but refused to sign 
the measure. He was pale with 
anger. His chin trembled. He 
said: 

“This decree surpasses all oth- 
ers. An internal crisis is immi- 
nent, otherwise I would rather ab- 
dicate than suffer this insult. I 
would gladly tear off these new 
stripes.” 

He cast a malevolent eye on 
the new marshal’s insignia on his 
sleeves. 

Mussolini was surprised at this 
outburst and sought the opinion 
of a learned legal authority, Prof. 
Santo Romano, on the constitu- 
tional aspect of the bill. 

But when his memorandum was 
presented to the king he was angry 
again. 

“MUST BE LAST INSULT” 

“Professors of constitutional 
law!” he exclaimed. “They can 
always find arguments to justify 
their theories. That’s their job. 
I keep to my opinion. This mugt 
be the last insult to the crown.”

MUSSOLINI’S TRIP 

On Monday, June 19, 1943, Mus- 
solini flew to Treviso to see the 
Fuehrer and Field Marshal Gen. 
Wilhelm Keitel. 

The meeting was marked by un- 
usual cordiality from Hitler, but 
the attitude of his escort was not 
of the brightest. Hitler was due 
to leave for Germany the same 
afternoon, so the Mussolini party 
boarded his train and traveled to 
Villa Gaggia. 

After an hour’s ride on the train, 
there was an hour’s motor ride. 
The villa was set in a beautiful, 
shady park and the house itself 
was a labyrinthine building which 
resembled a petrified crossword 
puzzle. Its shape seemed to ob- 
sess some of those present. 
HITLER SPEAKS 

The Fuehrer began to speak at 
11 o’clock in the morning and said 
he had sent reinforcements south 
through Italy. He stressed the im- 
portance of maintaining control 
of territories where raw materials 
are found. 

Touching on the Sicilian battle 
he promised that supplies, men 
and artillery would be dispatched 
to the island. 

The meeting was under way only 
a half an hour when a pale-faced 
official entered the room. He 
apologized and said to Mussolini:

The Fuehrer’s plane took off 
from Treviso half an hour before 
Mussolini’s. Coming back, Rome 
could be seen enveloped with 
enormous black clouds of smoke 
rising from hundreds of railway 
cars on fire at the Littorio station. 

An aircraft plant had been de- 
stroyed. We could not land at the 
Littorio airport because it was too 
badly damaged. Flying over Rome 
to the airport at Centocelle, it 
was obvious that the attack had 
been on a large scale.
